This Response is filed in reply to the Paper No. 13, mailed November 4, 2002, in the 
above-referenced application. Paper No. 13 stated that the Applicants' August 19, 2002 
communication was non-responsive since the communication allegedly failed to point out the 
patentable novelty in new claims 74-79. Applicants respectfully point the Examiner to the 
discussion on pages 8-10 of the Section 103(a) rejection of claims 67-69 over Nemirofsky and 
Wasilewski. This discussion points out novel features of these claims that Nemirofsky and 
Wasilewski do not disclose or suggest, in combination or alone. Some of this same reasoning is 
applicable to new claims 74-79. Therefore, the Applicants' communication does point out the 
patentable novelty of new claims 74-79. 

More specifically, Nemirofsky or Wasilewksi, alone or in combination, do not disclose or 
suggest, at least, "receiving ... a multiplexed signal containing a plurality of digital programs or 
channels ..." or "selecting the desired digital programs or channels ... wherein the selected 
digital programs or channels are a subset of the plurality of digital programs or channels 
contained in the multiplexed signal," as in claims 74-76. Likewise, Nemirofsky or Wasilewksi, 





alone or in combination, do not disclose or suggest, at least, "receiving ... a plurality of 
multiplexed signals, each multiplexed signal containing a plurality of digital programs or 
channels..." or "selecting the desired digital programs or channels ... wherein the selected 
digital programs or channels are a subset of the plurality of digital programs or channels 
contained in the multiplexed signals," as in claims 77-79. Therefore, claims 74-79 are patentable 
and a notice of allowance is respectfully requested. 



Applicants believe all the claims to be in condition for allowance, and a Notice of 
Allowability is respectfully requested.
